Chicanes Demonstrate 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) — A crowd of about 200 


persons, predominantly Mexican-Americans, 
dispersed peaceably late Tuesday night after 
a noisy but non-violent demonstration in front 
of the Austin police station. 


The demonstration was held to protest an 


official police department report that the 
fatal shooting Sunday of a Mexican-American 
by a policeman was in self 
defense, 


spokesmen said. 


Twenty to 30 officers in riot helmets and 


carrying batons stood on the street around the 
station. No violence or arrests were reported. 


Many of the demonstrators shouted, 


"Justice, justice—now, now!" 


Justice of the Peace Jim Dear ruled Sun- 


day's shooting death of Tiburcio M. Soto was 
homicide but said a grand jury will have to 
determine if any blame exists. 


Officer Ruben Fuentes, who shot Soto, 


claimed he was threatened with a gun as he 
and his partner tried to break up a domestic 
quarrel. 


Classrooms Emptying 


BOSTON (AP) — Attendance at Boston's 


tense high schools fell off today following 
racial violence during the fourth week of 
courtordered busing for desegregation. 


Although complete figures were not im- 


mediately available, a School Department 
spokesman said, "It seems that attendances 
in the high schools are down." 


At English High, scene of a pupil-police 


melee Tuesday, 400 pupils showed up out of an 
enrollment of about 2,500. The enrollment is 
half white and half black, but twice as many 
blacks as whites were present today. 


School Supt. William J. Leary said he would 


be available to meet with the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Boston Teachers' Union. Leary 
on Tuesday night rejected the union's request 
that he close the schools because of what the 
union called "a rapidly deteriorating situ- 
ation." 
Cattle Slaughter Grows 


NACOGDOCHES, Tex. (AP) - The 


Nacogdoches Dairy and Beef Association 
voted Tuesday night to join its counterpart at 
Stephenville for an Oct. 16 slaughter of cattle 
unless President Ford halts all beef imports. 


The stockmen did not determine how many 


cattle they planned to slaughter or whether it 
would be done here or at Stephenville. 


Cattlemen and dairymen in Stephenville 


threatened last week to kill 800 animals be- 
cause they could not afford to feed them. The 
slaughter was postponed after urgings by 
state and federal officials, but the cattlemen 
say they will go on with the killings unless 
their demands for economic relief are met. 


Soviets Wanted More 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Soviet Union 


was trying to buy up to six times the amount 
of corn and wheat for which it was believed to 
be in the market when President Ford moved 
to halt grain sales to the Russians last 
Saturday, says Agriculture Secretary Earl L. 
Bute. 


Bute told the Senate permanent in- 


vestigations subcommittee Tuesday his 
department had estimated the Soviets would 
be in the market for 1 million to 1.5 million 
tons of U.S. grain this year, within the range 
of what Butz said the United States could 
handle despite setbacks in production here. 


The Soviets had failed to state how much 


grain they were trying to buy when it was 
discovered they had signed contracts to 
purchase 3.4 million tons of wheat and corn 
from two American companies, Butz said. 


However, checks by the Department of 


Agriculture indicate the Soviet Union actually 
was negotiating to buy a total of 6 million tons 
of corn and wheat at least, he added. 


Bute also told the committee he had advised 


one major grain exporting company it was all 
right to sell 1 million tons of grain to the 
Soviet Union. A few days later, he said, "We 
changed the rules," and that deal and others 
were stopped. 


He said all grain sales to all nations were 


halted, but only for last weekend, to allow a 
new daily monitoring system on grain exports 
to be put in place. 


Ford To Meet Press 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Ford 


planned to meet with reporters today in the 
third nationally broadcast news conference 
since he entered the White House. 


The session was scheduled at 1:30 p.m. 


CDT in the Rose Garden outside Ford's Oval 
Office, if weather permits. Otherwise, it was 
planned in the East Room. 


Martha Asks Alimony 


NEW YORK (AP) — Martha Mitchell's 


lawyer says she needs more money to cope 
with the high cost of living. But an attorney 
for her husband says she is living pretty high 
already. 


The conflict arose Tuesday during a 


Manhattan state Supreme Court hearing as 
Mrs. Mitchell pressed her petition for $3,000 a 
week temporary alimony and $35,000 in 
counsel fees from her estranged husband, 
former Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell. 


As Mrs. Mitchell sat in a spectator's seat, 


her lawyer, Richard Creditor, said "She has 
made some money from public appearances. 
She was forced to do so, particularly in view 
of the high cost of living." 


Mrs. Mitchell's financial situation was 


"dire," Creditor added, and she has been 
forced to support herself by "doing things 
which are not in her best interest." 


But lawyer Marvin Segal noted that his 


client Mitchell was in Washington, where he 
is on trial on charges of taking part in the 
Watergate cover-up. 


He could not consult his client and needed 


more time, Segal said. He added that ar- 
rangements were in progress to give Mrs. 
Mitchell a payment "so that .the problem of 
subsistence will be adequately covered." 


But outside he gestured to the cavernous 


courthouse ceiling and told reporters: 


"He wants to take care of her but it's out of 


proportion. She lives in a house that has a liv- 
ing room as big as this corridor. It's like the 
Taj Mahal."

league Has Trouble 
Paying City Bills

McSpadden addressed fellow 
councilmen Tuesday on the 
need to keep the city's bill 
payments up to date. "If we're 
not making enough to pay our 
bills, we need to raise our 
rates," he said. 


McSpadden's questioning of 


City 
Manager 
Roy 
Cain 


revealed the city is up to five 
months behind on the payment 
of some debts. Cain said he 
didn't have the debts totaled, 
but promised to provide the 
councilmen 
with 
this 
in- 


formation as soon as possible, 
probably this week. 


Asked by McSpadden how he 


decides which bills to pay when 
there is not enough money to 
meet all the debts, Cain said he 
tries to keep all local accounts 
paid, but sometimes waits until 
others start calling for the 
money. 


MCSPADDEN'SAID HE is 


tired of coming to the council 
meetings and voting to "pay 
the bills," when there actually 
isn't enough money available to 
meet the payments. He also 
expressed concern that the 
council is not kept up to date on 
the city's debts and how much 
money is available. "I think we 
need to bring ouir bills up to 
date," he said. 


Councilman Anthony Ellisor 


agreed. He stressed the city 
should 
"operate 
like 
a 


business"'in paying, bills and 


collecting debts. 


Ellisor pointed out that one 


way of obtaining more revenue 
for the city is to make a 
stronger effort to collect back 
taxes owed the city by about 300 
residents. He said allowing a 
few to get by without paying the 
taxes results in a spreading 
"disease," 
because 
others 


begin to feel they also can get 
by without paying the taxes. 


The council discussed ways 


to go .about collecting taxes 
owed the city, including the 
possibility of hiding an attorney 
to bring lawsuits if necessary. 
No action was taken, but the 
council appeared to be in 
general agreement that steps 
must be taken to collect the 
taxes. 


THE CITY OPENED bids 


from two companies on new 
police cars, but action was 
delayed on purchasing until the 
council further discusses city 
debts. 


Paul Owens Ford bid $4,560 


on a 1975 four-door police car. 
Alternate bids of $4,455 and 
$3,750 were made 
by 
the 


company on a 1975 Montego and 
1973 Mazda, respectively. 


Aycock Motpr Co. bid $4,515 


on a 1975 Chevrolet Belair 
Sedan and $3,892 on a 1975 
Malibu. 


Also because of the city's 


uncertain financial condition, 
the council postponed con- 
sideration of adjusting city fuel 
rates.

Ballenger said that while he 
could not speak for the city 
custom, this is the first time he 
has made such a request since 
he became city manager. But, 
he added that if he feels the 
"given circumstances merit 
this action" a similar request 
would be made in the future: 
"Each case will be judged on 
it's own merit." 


WHILE HE FEELS this 


particular case merits offering 
Atkeisson the option of paying 
for 
the car 
or resigning, 


Ballenger said to explain the 
particulars could "blow my 
case clear out of the tub" if the 
matter was finally presented to 
Civil Service Commission. 


"This is an internal matter 


and will be handled in due 
process," 
according 
to 


Ballenger. 


Police Chief Don Massey, 


who told The Sun at the time of 
the wreck the officers were 
"lucky" 
they 
were 
not 


"seriously 
hurt," 
declined 


comment on Ballenger's ac- 
tion, saying it is "his place 
(Ballenger's) to comment not 
mine." He also said he is "not 
going to get involved" in the 
matter "right now." 


Massey also reported that 


Atkeisson was not ticketed 
following the accident. 


At the time of the accident 


Massey 
said 
that 
when 


Atkeisson hit his brakes and 
veered to avoid the other car he 
almost struck the traffic signal 
on the corner. As the car 
jumped the median the left 
front tire blew out causing 
Atkeisson to lose control and 
knocking the car's tie rods out 
of 
commission. 
With 
no 


steering control left the car 
came to a rest against the Fina 
Station on the southeast corner 
of the intersection.

Corsicanans Don't Like Idea 
Of President's Tax Surcharge 


Corsicanans 
were 
mostly 


opposed to President Gerald 
Ford's proposal Tuesday to a 
joint session of Congress for a 5 
per cent income tax surcharge 
on single persons earning from 
$7,50fl -a year and families 
earning from $15,000 a year. 


In an on-the-street interview, 


Benny Robinson, Route 3, said 
he thought the President's 
decision "was a bad one. I don't 
think a few of us ought to carry 
the burden," he said. "If he's 
going to tax one, he should tax 
all. I don't think just because a 
person has a little income that 
they should pay more taxes. I 
think it should be a fair tax — 
across the board." 


He said 
because 
of in- 


flationary problems, "I could 
easily be persuaded to change 
my vote to a Democrat next 
time. If we could get a good 
Democrat to run, I sure would 
be tempted to change." 


Hal Prater, 1203 W. 5th St., 


agreed a tax surcharge was a 
bad ide,a saying, "I think we've 
got too much tax as it is. We've 
payed' enough. This inflation is 
a problem, but I don't know 
how to straighten it out. 


HOWEVER, HE SAID the 


Republicans "had done a good 
job, and I'd vote for another." 


Medira Kirkland, 624 E. 1st 


Ave., said Ford's proposal was 
"all right. I don't see anything 
wrong with it. I suppose you 
have to raise taxes for things to 
get better." He said he didn't 
think he would vote for another 
Republican. 


Bobby 
Putnam, 
Navarro 


Mills, said beginning to tax at 
the $7,500 level "was a bit too 
low. I think the lower income 
people have had to carry the 
biggest tax burden compared to 
their incomes. I think the 
person that makes more money 
should be willing to pay the 
greater tax — they're more 
able. 


SHE SAID SHE thinks the 


country is in deep trouble. "Too 
many things are off balance," 
she said. "We've lived in good 
times for so long that people 
are going to have to adjust and 
tighten their belts. Like with 
the beef prices like they are. 
There's bound to be something 
somewhere that somebody's 
making too much money and I 
think that ought to be changed.

Morton Pledges Dedication to Goals of 


HOUSTON (AP) - Interior 


Secy. Rogers C. B. Morton says 
lie is dedicated to his now as- 
signment of eliminating delay 
and confusion as the nation 
moves toward its goals of ener- 
gy conservation and increased 
domestic supplies. 


President Ford named Mor- 


ton chairman Tuesday of the 
new National Energy Board to 
develop a single energy policy 
and program. 


"We are going to get this 


country as soon as possible into 
a position where we cannot be 
held hostage because of over- 
dependence on foreign supplies 
of energy commodities," Mor- 
ton said. 


Conservation 


Morton told a news confer- 


ence he believes the job can be 
accomplished without creating 
a new bureaucracy, without 
new controls or gasoline ratio- 
ning, and without a lot of head 
knocking. 


"But we are going to have to 


be tough," he said. 


Ford immediately assigned 


the board the task of reducing 
the nation's dependence on for- 
eign oil by one million barrels 
a day by the end of 1975. 


"The first thing we are going 


to do is to continue our policy 
of vastly increasing the amount 
of offshore acreage available to 
the industry for exploration," 
Morton said. 


"I think we will without ques- 


tion sell 10 million acres next 
year against 3 million this 
year, which was up three times 
from what we historically made 
available in the past." 


"We will need a good deal of 


legislative muscle," he said. 
"We will need it certainly for 
the deregulation of natural gas 
prices and we will need it for 
any kind of strip mining bill 
that would boost coal produc- 
tion to replace some foreign oil 
until our domestic petroleum 
supplies catch up." 


He also called for prepara- 


tions that would place the 
Navy's petroleum reserves in 
California and Alaska in a state 


of readiness should actual pro- 
duction become necessary. 


He acknowledged that any 


timetable for the Navy's re- 
serves would have to be a "co- 
operative thing" with congres- 
sional committees. 


"I'm going to press them in 


the national interest to come up 
with a program," Morton said. 
"These are viable reseuves, 
particularly the Alaskan re- 
serves. If we suddenly got into 
a pinch and needed that oil, 
we'd have an awfully hard time 
getting it in a 
reasonable 


time." 


Morton said the Elk Hills re- 


serve in California should be 
developed to the extent its oil 


could be sent to the market- 
place if needed. 


"I'm not at this time advo- 


cating production there but wo 
ought to get that reserve in 
shape so it can produce and it 
has a maximum producing ca- 
pacity, if this work is done, of 
about 500,000 barrels a day," lie 
said. 


Morton said the board will in- 


clude most members of the 
cabinet and the heads of a 
number of federal agencies, in- 
cluding the Federal Energy Ad- 
ministration. 


"I'm not going to have any 


authority problem," he said. "I 
expect to have a total coopera- 
tive response from the other 


agencies." 


Morton said he hoj/es to ob- 


tain 
the best 
energy con- 


servation results from volun- 
tary efforts. 


"I think we should take a 


very strong position against 
waste or inefficiency, but the 
thing that is going for us in the 
conservation of energy is the 
fact the basic economic forces 
are working for us," he said. 
"The present price of gasoline 
has certainly dampened the 
consumption of gasoline." 


Morton said he is in no posi- 


tion at present to determine 
when Atlantic Coast offshore 
leases will be offered for sale 
the first time. He said required 


environmental studies will pro- 
ceed to their final decisions be- 
fore the Atlantic and other new 
frontiers are opened. 


"I can assure everybody this 


will not be done on a crash 


basis nor in haste," he added. 


Morton added, however, that 


the offshore areas are "our 
greatest opportunity for in- 
creased domestic production." 


il Surplus Possibility Studied 


CLEVELAND, Ohio ( A P i - 


The possibility of a crude oil 
surplus on the West Coast after 
the Alaskan pipeline is com- 
pleted has prompted an oil 
company to study the feasibil- 
ity of a $1 billion pipeline to 
route reserves to energy-short 
areas. 


Standard Oil Co. of Ohio an- 


nounced Tuesday it had under- 


taken a study of piping oil 
cross-country because it is now 
believed the West Coast would 
not use all of the oil produced 
in Alaska. 


The Alaska pipeline is ex- 


pected to carry about 1.2 mil- 
lion barrels per day at the 
start, increasing eventually to 2 
million barrels a day.

50 Years Fixing Shoes 
His Retirement 
Last 'Breather 
7

A wiry, old gent, spry but 


noticeably restrained after 70 
years of living, walks across a 
grass field toward the cows and 
horses. It is a walk he knows 
well. 


About three times a week he 


watches the sun rise and the 
squirrels bicker under a shade 
tree in this field only a few 
miles south of Corsicana. It's 
during those times when his 
thoughts sometimes wander to 
the days 50 years ago "when I 
was the happiest." 


He can remember courting 


his first wife, Bessie, in the 
cotton 
fields 
where 
they 


worked. "Oh, she was 'perty'," 
he said. 


His white hair, now growing 


like an intertube around his 
head, was red then. 


"IN FACT, LOTS of people 


called me Red, Freckle-Face 
and a 'hundred' other names, 
but most people still call me 
Green — just Green," he said. 


They 
probably 
don't 


remember when W.W. Green 
ever had red hair—only that he 
was the owner of Green's Shoe 
Repair Shop, 121 N. Beaton St., 
as recently as two months ago. 


Now retired after 50 years of 


glueing, tacking and heeling 
shoes together, he's trying to 
take things easier. He calls 
retirement 
his last 
great 


"breather" from his work — 
only this time he won't go back. 


Twice before, in 1934 and 


1944, he sold his shop to labor in 
the fields and "feel the earth 
real close to me. Know why?" 
he asked. "Because the Bible 
says man was made part of that 
ground, that's why. We're one 
with it." 


'Me and my son 
and grandsons go 
out to the fields 
and haul hay, haul 
cows, haul anything 
we come across. 
It isn't like it used 
to be, but it's 
good enough.' 


HE DOESN'T PICK cotton or 


plow the fields any more. He 
only roams and sits on his 
grandson's leased soil. 


Going out to the fields, 


hanging around his son's store, 
Green's Western Wear, and 
visiting his second wife at the 
Evergreen Nursing and Con- 
valescent Center keeps him 
busy. 


"And I like to keep my hands 


busy," he said. "A man that 
keeps his hands busy stays out 
of trouble. I'll be busy as long 
as I live." 


His days start by getting up 


before the sun does at his house 
in Emhouse. His mornings are 
spent with his wife of eight 
years, Dovie. Last March she 
suffered her fourth stroke, 
which paralyzed her from the 
chin down.

think I can stand to see her 
suffer like that anymore, but 
then I see those clear blue eyes 
of hers and it gives me the 


strength to bear it. She's got the 
prettiest blue eyes you've ever 
seen." 


He remembers well those 


blue eyes keeping him com- 
pany while he hammered away 
as the town's shoe fix-all. "Sure 
do miss those days," he said. 
"It's like losing your right arm 
not working at 
something 


you've been doing all these 
years. 


"But the advantage of my 


age is being able to look back. 
We had some times, I tell you. 
I've seen this town and my 
business go from good to bad 
and bad to worse. I started 
learning to fix shoes with my 
uncle in the twenties. Things 
were going well then, but then 
came the thirties — hard, rough

ft kinda makes me 
think how much 
time I've got. But 
that doesn't bother 
me; I've got today.' 


times. In the forties, the 
economy started picking up a 
little and in the fifties it was 
real good; people were level 
then. Then all the sudden 
everything began to change in 
the sixties. In the shoe business 
we started having to repair 
shoes with different materials. 
No more leather, just syn- 
thetics. It was a whole new 
thing." 


HE LEANED DOWN and 


yanked the shoe off my foot. 
"Look at these shoes," he said. 
"Bet you payed $10 for a shoe 
that really costs only 98 cents. 
It's a shame, just a shame." 


Then a big smile wrinkled up 


his face and exposed a chipped 
front tooth. "Know how much I 
charged 
back 
in 
the 


depression? A rubber heel cost 
35 cents. Now it costs $3. A 
men's sole that costs $6.50 now, 
cost only 65 cents then. And 
ladies rubber taps only cost 15 
cents. I tell you, I worked 
cheap. There were times I 
couldn't feed all of my seven 
children."

His remedy during those 


days: long days and nights and 
training himself to work faster 
than "anybody in these parts " 
He emerged with the self- 
confidence that he was the best 
shoe repairer in the county - 
"with the exception of the men 
I trained to be just as good." 


The two times he sold his 


store, "they knew they had to 
sell it back to me, or I'd build a 
store down the street and run 
them out of business." 


His head turned toward the 


ground, his hands grabbed the 
dirt and humility somehow
